J.  J.  Keeler  will  accompany  the  work  at 
the  organ.  It  was  written  by  Flor  Peeters, 
one  of  the  outstanding  organists  of  the 
wdrld. 

“TURN,  O LIBERTAD,”  a work  by  the 
contemporary  composer,  Roger  Sessions, 
adds  variety  to  the  program.  The  words  are 
by  Walt  Whitman,  who  calls  upon  the  coun- 
try to  look  to  the  future  greatness  it's  des- 
tined for. 

A song  that  was  prepared  principally  for 
their  recent  10-day  tour  of  Alberta,  Canada, 
will  be  heard  also.  It  is  the  “Old  Hundredth 
Psalm  Tune,”  written  by  Ralph  Vauglin-  Wil- 
liams for  the  coronation  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 
It  features  three  trumpets. 

DR.  ROBERT  CUNDICK  of  BYU  is  the 
composer  of  a stirring  chorus,  “Tlie  West 
V\Tnd,”  wliich  will  be  performed  by  the 
Male  Chorus.  It  is  set  to  the  poem  by  the 
English  poet-laureate,  John  ^Masefield. 


Also  scheduled  for  peiTormance  by  the 
Male  Chorus  are  Two  Tunes  from  the  Ains- 
worth Psalter  by  Luther  Noss.  The  Ains- 
worth Psalter  was  one  of  the  earliest  sources 
of  the  American ' hymns.  Margaret  Wood- 
ward, wife  of  director  Ralph  Woodward,  will 
sing  the  soprano  solo  in  “Invocation”  by 
Claude  Debussy. 

TWO  CONTEMPORARY  songs  by  Fran- 
cis Johnson  Pyle,  head  of  the  Department  of 
Theorv  and  Musicology  at  Drake  University, 
will  be  performed  by  the  women’s  chorus 
along  with  three  religious  numbers. 

According  to  the  conductor,  the  program 
fits  the  name  of  the  organization  well.  The 
name  means  literally  “School  of  Singing,” 
and  this  name  suggests  a varied  repertoire. 

ALSO,  SCHOLA  CANTORUM  has  tradi- 
tionally been  applied  to  organizations  that 
have  been  devoted  pirncipally  to  the  study  of 
sacred  music.

Civil  Court 
To  Arraign 
David  Pratt 

Injured  Minister 
Starts  Recovery 

JOHANNESBURG,  South  Af- 
rica, April  11  — (UPI)  — Police 
said  they  would  produce  wealthy 
farmer  David  Pratt  in  magis- 
trates court  today  for  a pre- 
liminary hearing  on  charges  he 
fired  two  bullets  into  the  head 
of  Prime  Minister  Hendrik  Ver- 
woerd. 

Verwoerd,  58,  lay  in  Pretoria 
hospital  with  the  bullets  still  in 
his  skull.  Doctors  said  his  con- 
dition was  satisfactory  but  med- 
ical experts  feared  he  may  have 
suffered  permanent  damage  to 
his  speech,  balance  and  hearing. 

IN  CAPE  TOWN,  seat  of  the 
government,  Minister  of  Lands 
Paul  Sauer  took  charge  of  an 
emergency  cabinet  meeting  yes- 
terday and  it  was  considered 
likely  he  would  assume  the  job 
of  acting  Prime  Minister  until 
Verwoerd  returned. 

Pratt,  52,  an  English-speaking 
white  man  and  Cambridge  grad- 
uate, underwent  an  exhaustive 
medical  examination  at  the  Mar- 
shall Square  police  station  in  Jo- 
hannesburg by  the  Senior  Dist- 
rict Surgeon,  Dr.  Jack  Friedman. 

DISCLOSURE  of  his  name  by 
police,  even  though  it  had  been 
published  in  newspapers,  was  a 
surprise  departure  from  the  nor- 
mal custom  of  not  releasing  the 
identity  of  an  arrested  person 
until  he  appears  in  court. 

Police  arranged  heavy  security 
precautions  to  protect  Pratt  ag- 
ainst possible  violence  by  Afri- 
can speaking  whites  who  re- 
gard Verwoerd  as  the  champion 
of  white  supremacy  in  South  Af- 
rica. 

POLICE  SAIi>  his  quick  arrest 
last  Saturday  prevented  Pratt 
from  being  lynched  by  the  crowd 
surrounding  him. 

Doctors  said  the  fact  that  the 
assassin  used  only  a .22  caliber 
pistol  probably  saved  Verwoerd’s 
life.  They  said  a larger  bullet 
with  a higher  velocity  wou^d 
have  struck  the  brain. 

THERE  WAS  no  immediate  in- 
dication what  effect  the  attack 
would  have  on  a campaign  by 
African  blacks  to  win  more  civ- 
il rights  through  a stay-home 
from  work  protest.

In  Invitational  Mee\ 


Track  and  field  champions-to- 
be  from  high  schools  and  junior 
colleges  in  Utah  and  five  other 
western  states  will  share  the 
spotlight  with  performers  of 
Olympic  stature  this  month  at 
BYU’s  47th  annual  Invitational 
Meet. 

ENTRIES  FOR  the  Univer- 
sity’s spring  carnival,  which  is 
set  for  April  21-22-23  in  Cougar 
Stadium,  will  start  flooding  the 
BYU  offices  this  week. 

According  to  meet  officials  i 
who  are  setting  the  stage  for  the 
biggest  of  track  and  field  shows, 
an  estimated  2000  participants 
will  be  seen  in  action  during 
the  three-day  meet. 

Edwin  R.  Kimball,  chairman 
of  Invitational  Meet,  said  the 
aims  and  objectives  of  the  pro- 
gram are  the  same  as  when  the 
meet  was  started  nearly  half  a 
century  ago. 

“WE  WANT  people  to  know 
that  this  event  is,  for  the  most 
part,  a participation  meet  for 
athletes  in  junior  high  school, 
high  school  and  junior  college. 
It  is  designed  with  their  partic- 
ipation in  mind.’’ 

Kimball  went  on  to  point  out 
that  the  two  or  three  special 
event  stars  imported  for  the 
event  insure  the  same  goal;  they 
provide  the  visiting  neophytes 
with  an  opportunity  to  observe 
the  style  and  form  of  some  of 
the  world’s  greatest  performers.
